Consultant says Fonthill’s Rice 
Road will remain as two lanes

Niagara Region piggy-backed onto a 
Pelham public meeting last week to out¬ 
line future design plans for Rice Road. 

It will not become a three-lane road 
between Regional Road 20 and Port Rob¬ 
inson Road as Pelham councillors had 
expected. 

Engineer manager Adam Keane, of 
Upper Canada Planning and Engineer¬ 
ing Ltd, in a surprise presentation to Pel¬ 
ham councillors said Rice Road, which 
is also Regional Road 54, will remain 

However, it will have turning lanes for 
two new roads, Summersides Boulevard 
and Shaw Road. They will meet Rice 
between Regional Road 20 (Highway 
20) and Port Robinson Road from the 
east Fonthill development.The meeting 
was called to provide information about 
Summersides Boulevard. It will connect 
Pelham Town Square with Rice Road 


through the new development. 

Keane said design drawing of Rice 
Road is still ongoing. Construction is 
expected to start next year. 

A stretch from Port Robinson to 
beyond Merritt Road would begin in 

Mayor Dave Augustyn said he favoured 
a roundabout at Port Robinson and Rice 

Keane, however, said it is not an option 
because there is not enough land to 
acquire. Ihe Region will put a traffic sig- 

Ward 2 Coun. Gary Accursi said not 
putting in three lanes but turn lanes at 
Summersides and Shaw will leave just a 
short stretch of two lanes between them.

With regional RIDE programs gear¬ 
ing up for the holiday season, Niagara 
Regional Police say they've laid more 
drunk driving charges this year than in 
2015. 

Last year, police laid 492 charges 
against motorists, with 13 drug tests con¬ 
ducted by officers. 

This year, with two weeks left in 2016, 
the number is up to 525 charges and 28 
drug tests. 

Meanwhile, Statistics Canada recently 
released police-reported impaired driv- 

While St. Catharines/Niagara — at 126 
per 100,000 — ranks well below the Cana¬ 
dian rate of 201, it's the third-highest in 
Ontario of major urban areas, topped 
only by Barrie and Peterborough. 

So while there aren't so many impaired 

study the U.S Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol reports Canada ranks No. 1 among 
19 wealthy countries for highest percent¬ 
age of roadway deaths linked to alcohol 
impairment. 

Overall in Canada, the impaired driv¬ 
ing rate steadily decreased from 1986, 
when comparable data was first released, 
through the early 2000s. 

It remained relatively stable until 2011, 
and has since declined.
